Inexpensive and serviceable seed- 
ling boxes to hold transplants before 
transferring outdoors can be made 
of milk cartons cut to two-inch 
height. 

With razor blade cut out the bot- 
toms except for a half-inch rim 
(this helps retain soil both in the 
flat and while transplanting). 
Group boxes together in flats, fill 
with soil, and transplant into them. 
When setting out time comes, plant 
as is, leaving carton to disintegrate 
and roots to grow out through bot- 
tom. Or, if desired, box may be 
peeled off without disturbing soil
